To the Board of Education, 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


My thirteenth annual report covering the public schools 
of Bloomfield, New Jersey, for the school year 1940-1941 is 
hereby presented. 


The great uncertainty of World events has manifested 
itself in our school work to a more or less degree, both teach- 
ers and pupils have become conscious of the demands being 
made from all sides. The schools participated, with marked 
success, in a number of drives for funds and materials to as- 
sist in our National Defense program. 


The following enlisted for military training: Edward Ur- 
band and Neal Takala from the teaching staff, Frank H. 
Jelinek from the office at the Junior High School, and Allen 
Caridad, Robert Halliday and Thomas Ferrara, seniors in the 
High School. Others will answer the call in due time. 


Since learning can result only from activities, the teach- 
ers will have to be fully aware of the skills necessary for suc- 
cessful performance of the activity participated in by the 
pupils. In our school work there are two kinds of such activ- 
ities, the physical and the intellectual. These are dependent 
on each other. Physical activity has to do with bodily move- 
ments, thus our program of physical education is considered 
of prime importance and we are planning to extend same. 
Many more pupils are now taking a more active part in the 
various athletics sponsored by our schools. 


Intellectual activity is the effort made by pupils in ac- 
quiring knowledge, in solving problems and giving expres- 
sion to creative activities. Here is where our Guidance pro- 
gram begins to function. This department directs and guides 
the activities of the pupils so that the realization of progress 
is made in the direction indicated by the aims of education. 


During the year we have met the State requirement by 
X-raying all pupils in the IX, X, XI and XII grades, a total 
of 2,227 pupils. It was gratifying to note that the final report 
indicated that only 10 pupils needed further checking, though 
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it was emphasized that even these cases were not tubercu- 
losis suspects. Further examination was suggested in order 
that a detailed study may be made of the further pulmonary 
markings in a life size image. 


In planning to improve our educational program the 
Board of Education appointed Mr. Henry T. Hollingsworth, 
principal of the Junior High School, assistant superintend- 
ent of schools and Mr. Jerome C. Salsbury, principal of the 
Berkeley Elementary School, as supervisor of secondary 
education. Mr. Felix J. McCormick, an instructor in the High 
School, was appointed principal of the Berkeley Elementary 
School and will begin his duties in September, 1941. 


With the opening of the new Junior High School last 
September all of our elementary schools with the exception 
of Brookside, Brookdale and Demarest have been organized 
with classes from the kindergarten through the sixth grade, 
the three schools named as exceptions continue through the 
seventh grade. Due to this change in the elementary school 
organization all of our National Music Week programs were 
presented in the respective schools. The splendid attendance 
and interest manifested on the part of parents indicate that 
these programs were well received and much appreciated. 


We announce with deep regret the death of Mr. Albert 
Campen, head janitor in the Senior High School, who served 
the school system over a long period of time. 


A slight decrease in the enrollment over previous years 
has occurred during the year as indicated by a total of 7,291 
pupils on roll. 


We are mindful of the splendid services rendered by our 
Board of Education.

The report of the Medical Department for the school 
year 1940-1941, shows the usual attention to ears, eyes, and 
teeth but there is a great increase in the number of conta- 
gious diseases. Due to the severe epidemic of measles and 
chickenpox throughout the town, there have been a great 
many children absent from their classes, but with the splen- 
did cooperation of the Board of Health, nurses, teachers and 
principals it was not necessary to close any classrooms or 
school buildings:

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Elementary SCHOOLS: nr 8:45 to 12.00 M. 
Morning and Afternoon Intermission 
KInderperdem css een 8:45 to 11:20 A. M. 

1:15t0 2:80 P.M. 
First Grades annaba 8:45 to 11:45 A. M. 
1:15 to 3:00 P. M.

School doors open 15 minutes before the school sessions 
begin and close 15 minutes after school is dismissed in the 
afternoon. From December 1 to March 30, the buildings are 
open during the noon hours. 


No school work which comes under the head of “study in 
preparation for assigned lessons” shall be required to be done 
at home in Kindergarten or Grades One, Two, or Three. 


No school work which comes under the head of “study in 
preparation for CLASS assigned lessons” shall be required to 
be done at home in Grades Four, Five, or Six. 


Pupils will be admitted to all Kindergarten Classes at the 
opening of School in September of each school year who be- 
come five (5) years of age on or before December 31. 


All field trips consisting of pupils, principals and teach- 
ers during regular school hours designed for educational pur- 
poses and approved by the Superintendent of Schools, shall 
become a part of the regular school curriculum of the Public 
Schools of Bloomfield. 


Provided further :— 


That all such trips necessitating the use of buses shall be 
confined to buses which are properly covered by public lia- 
bility insurance and that a certification of such insurance be 
filed with the Board of Education. 


The Superintendent of Schools may order half-day ses- 
sions because of weather conditions. 


Excuses for absence or tardiness must be signed by the 
parent or guardian, and state that the absence or tardiness 
was with the knowledge and approval of the signer or the 
equivalent. All lessons may be counted zero until made up in 
a manner satisfactory to the teacher. No lesson may be made 
up until an excuse has been accepted. 
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No charitable appeals may be laid before any class. 


No person may visit any school or class to see any teacher 
or pupils upon personal business of any kind during the school 
hours. 


The schools are always open to the inspection of the pub- 
lic, and parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit them 
at any time. 


Teachers are to be present at school in their classrooms 
15 minutes before school opens and 15 minutes after school 
closes. 


Rules Governing Teachers’ Absences 
I. ANNUAL ALLOWANCE FOR ILLNESS 


1. A teacher having less than 5 years continuous serv- 
ice is entitled to 5 days absence annually with full 
pay. 

2. A teacher having more than 5 but less than 10 years 
continuous service is entitled to 10 days absence an- 
nually with full pay. 


3. A teacher having more than 10 years continuous 
service is entitled to 20 days absence annually with 
full pay. 


4. Sick leave absence for teachers with more than 20 
years continuous service shall be considered on the 
merits of the individual case. 


II. CUMULATIVE ALLOWANCE FOR ILLNESS 


l. A teacher who shall suffer an enforced absence for 
more days than allowed above in any school year, 
shall receive the benefit of cumulative sick leave as 
defined herein. 


DEFINITION:—Cumulative sick leave allowance 
is the sum of all unused portions 
of annual allowances computed 
through the past years of consecu- 
tive service, not to exceed 60 days. 


2. Cumulative sick leave allowance shall apply to all 
full-time certified employees and full-time school 
nurses. 

3. In case of serious illness or death in immediate fam- 
ily, which necessitates a teacher's absence, he may 
use for this purpose, in any one school year, not 
more than 5 days of his accumulated leave. 
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DEFINITION:—Immediate family shall include: 
husband, wife, father, mother, child, 
sister, brother, grandfather, grand- 
mother, or anyone making his home 
with the family or anyone who ac- 
tually stands in the position of a 
member of the immediate family to 
the teacher. Application for such 
absences shall be made in writing 
to the Superintendent of Schools. 


4. In case of death of a relative of a second degree: 
uncle, aunt, niece, nephew, cousin or in-law, 1 day 
of a teacher’s cumulative leave may be used. 


III. Any teacher who shall be absent because of his or her 
marriage shall receive salary with substitute’s pay de- 
ducted. This absence shall not exceed 5 days. 


IV. Substitute’s pay shall be deducted for absence on a reli- 
gious holiday if the schools have not been closed on that 
day. 


NOTE:—Any other circumstances which may arise, and not 
covered by the above regulations, shall be consid- 
ered by the Board of Education and disposed of 
upon the merits of each case. 


Full pay will be deducted for absence occurring on the 
day before or the day following any vacation period, except 
as provided for above. 


All claims regarding absences must be presented in writ- 
ing to the Secretary of the Board of Education within one 
week from date of the teacher’s return to school. 


The compensation of substitutes is $4.00 per school day 
in Grades One to Eight, and Kindergarten for less than 19 
continuous days in the same class in any one school year; 
and $5.50 per school day for 19 or more continuous days in 
the same class in any one school year. 


The compensation of substitutes is $5.00 per school day 
in Grades Nine to Twelve, (High School), for less than 19 
continuous days in the same class in any one school year; and 
$6.50 rer school day for 19 or more continuous days in the 
same class in any one school year. 


Principals will report in writing, monthly or oftener, 
failures of specialists and class teachers to be present upon 
the time set in schedules and rules. 


The duties of teachers include required attendance at 
school, grade, special and general meetings, not exceeding 
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five in any one month. The duties of principals and special- 
ists include required attendance at all meetings designated 
by the school authorities. Teachers and principals should 
visit the pupils’ homes in the performance of their educa- 
tional obligations to circumvent truancy, to quarantine cases 
of suspected diseases, and to consult parents in their chil- 
dren’s interests. 


Tuition for non-residents shall be as follows: 
Junior and Senior High Schools, $125 per year. 
Elementary Schools, $100 per year. 

Special School, $150 per year. 
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JANITORS 


To be in building at 7 A. M., or as much earlier as may be nec- 
essary to have the buildings ready for school, and to re- 
main as long as there are teachers or pupils in the build- 
ing, except that a janitor shall not be requested to remain 
later than six o’clock, and shall not leave the building be- 
fore five-thirty o’clock except by arrangement with the 
principal. The lunch period of the janitor will be arranged 
with the principal. 


To take charge of the building during noon hour except when 
otherwise arranged with the principal. 


To leave the building during school hours only with consent 
of the principal. 


To sweep every room and hall every afternoon. 

To empty all waste baskets every day. 

To dust every room every morning before 8:30. 

To clean thoroughly every blackboard once a week. 
To clean every window inside three times each year. 
To rake the yards and keep them clean. 

To keep the lawns mowed. 


To clear the sidewalks immediately after snowfall. 

To fill all inkwells once a week and to clean them every 
fourth Saturday. 

To visit his building in the care of the heating as late at night 
and as early in the morning as is found necessary to get 
the rooms heated properly before the opening of school. 

To report pupils to principals for discipline when necessary. 

To allow no pupils in or about the buildings until 15 minutes 
before the opening of school and after school has been 
closed for a half hour, unless accompanied by teachers, 
except in cases of extreme cold or storm and except when 
games are being conducted on the basketball courts. 

To allow no loitering of pupils or others in groups about the 
grounds at any time, but to allow playing as instructed by 
the principal. 

In bad weather the janitors may open the doors twenty min- 
utes earlier than the usual time. 


To make repairs at the request of principals. 
To report all needed supplies to the principal in good season. 


In addition to observing the above duties a janitor is at all 
times to consider himself under the general direction of 
the Principal of the building and the Superintendent of 
Schools.
